Fallure of an English Bank Causes a De-
cline, but Prices Soon Reaet

NEW YORK, July 18.—Mouney on eail
was easay, with all loans made at 2 per cent.,
closing offered at 2 per cent.

The failure of the English Bank of the
River Platte was announced in London
this morning and caunsed materially lower
prices for all kinds of stocks there. Our
market felt the efiects of this decline and
while the opening prices here were above
the London equivalents large fractions
were knocked off of most of the active

shares. The opportunity to sell the market
down was not to be neglected by the

“bears,” however, and they joined
with the foreign sellers in pressing
the market down. The stocks which

bave an international market in the main
. suffered mouet under the circomstances, but
Burlington and Lackawanna led the down-
ward movement, the “bear” pressure be-
ing specially severe on the latter on account
of some sapposed tronble in the coal trade.
Each of these stocks lost 1 per cent., while
the reat of the list declined fractional
asmounts. The downward movement wsas
checked before the expiration of the first
balf-hour, howovo;;; and, whi‘:e t?em’ was
no disposition to buy for the “long” ae-
count. the covering of *shorts” helped
prices up a little, and later, when the bank
statement was issued, showiug mate-
rial geains in cash and surplus
reserve, the buving became more
pronounced and the upward movement was
accelerated. Pricesin the laat few minutes
were brought np to about the lavel of those
of the opening. and the market closed firm,
though quiet at the recove The final
changes are insignificant in all cases, being
generally the losses made at the opening
of business only, '

The trading in railroad bonds went to
the smallest proportions again to-dav, the
two hours of business yielding sales of ouly
£219.000, while the fluetuations were con-
fined to & correspondingly narrow range,
and no decided tendency of pricesin either
direction was to be detected.

CONDITION OF THE MARKETS,

Slight Gain in the Price of Wheat—Corn
Lower, and Oats Unchaaged.

CHICAGOC, July 15.—-Wheat was more
active to-day and strong most of the svs-
sion. For the first few minutes it seemed
inelined to be weak, then wabbled a little,
but finally struck its gait and sold g¢ up,
and bhela firm most of the day. Corn held
firm for a short time and then tlattened out.
September closed ig¢ lower than on Friday.
Pork, 1ard and ribs had an early advance
snd a subsequent decline, leaving them
aboat at yesierday’s closing quotations.
I'he very genvral, and in some places, very
beavy rains, together with steaaier foreign
markets and an active demand for export

reported from New York and other seaboard
cities, gave tothe wheat market 1ts stronger
tone. lhe demand for the near months
was better than it has ruled of late, more
especially for August and September. It
was asserted that probably 76 per cent. of
the receipts to be expected Here for the
next two months were already placed for
shipment te Eastern millers and foreign
countries. Chicaga received to-day 476
cars; Minneapolis, 197 cars; St. Louis, 1%),-
00 bushels, and Toledo, 145,000 bushels
The opening price for December was 56l,@
865%¢, followed immediately by a drop to
S69ge, 1t stiffened up then ana reached
87e in aboutr an  hour from
the start, with a strong feeling on the ad-
vance. It held up well, being supported by
an active demand for eash wheat and a de-
cided improvement in July and August,
which were both in good request n the pit.
A sudden drop in the pPice of corn and an
estimate of 55 cars for Monday weakened
wheat somewhat toward the close, and De-
cember sold off to S6ige, but the reported
sales from New York of sixty boat-loads
and the active inquiry for cash wheat here
steadied the market, and the close was
grlln at d6%e¢ for December and S6l4¢ for
uly.

Corn was steady and seemed inclined to
firmuess early 1n the session, the “‘shorts”
taking bold very freely. September opened
;¢ better than 1t closed last night, selling
at 55@568%sc. DBut the cash demand was not
so urgent and prices were easler, owing
largely to the fear that shipments made
now by lake and canal cannot reach the
sea-board in time to fill sales for July.
Then came the estimate for 525 cars for
Mondav, and there was & season off free
selling, under which September broke to
517%¢—a decline of 134¢c—reacted some, and
at the close was about 52lsc. July scld at
St early and then off to 57340, while Augusat
fell from 55%e to 34igc,
~ Oats ruled lower, mainly on the increas-
ing recelpts of new onts, twelve cars havin
been 1nspected to-day. July was trade
in sparingly, and sold from 34%¢c wo 34c.
August sold from 27lg¢ to 27lse, and Sep-
tember from 27¢ to 261g¢; 235 cars are ex-
pected Monday.

Pork was nervously strong and higher,
but lard and rils did not share in the
strength of pork. Tbe receipts of hogs at
the stockyards were only 9,000 head, against
an estimate of 12,000 head, aud prices at the
yards were 10¢c higher. This etarted the
“shorts” to coveriug. and September pork
sold from $11.20 to $11.50, fell te #11.2), re-
scted to £11.55, then Lroke to £11.15, but at
12 o'clock was $11.15@11.20.

DIVERS RECOVER GOLD,

Treasure of the Alphonso XIi, Sunk Off the
Canaries, Brought to the Surface.
Pall Mall Budget.

Some time ago we gave an interesting ac-
count of the diving exhibit at the naval ex-
hibition, and referred briefly to the recov-
ery of a vast quantity of treasure from the
Alpnonso X11. Mr. A, D. Stevens, a son of
Captain Stevens, who had charge of the ex-

ition, now writes as follows, and sends
us a number of photographs from which
sketches were made:

In February, 1534, the Spanish mail-
steamer Alghonso X1I, belonging to the
Lopez line, bound from Cadiz to Havezoa,
sank off Point Grando, Grand Canary, in
twenty-five and one-half fathoms of water
and about a mile from the shore. She h
on board £100,000 worth of Spanish dollars,
these being the only tive-dollar-pieces bear-
ing the year 1844, which were especially
co.ned for the trip. ’

The insurance was effected on the specie
at Lloyds', and was paid over to the in-
surers after the vessel foundered. More
than a year had elapsed before the under-
writers organized a salvage expedition,
and 1n May, 1835, Captain L. T, Steveus, &
Lloyds’ surveyor of great experience in
salvage operations, was intrusted with the
expedition, taking with him three well-
known divers, namely, Messrs. Lambert,
Tester and Davis.

Special diving apparatus had to be con-
structed for the work by Meassrs. Siebe &
Gorman, the submarine engineers, and 1n
the above month Captain Stevens and his
men left Liverpool in the ateamship Niger
for Las Palmas, and arrived at their desti-
nation on the 25th of May.

On the morning of the 20th Captain Stev-
ens proceeded in the steam launch Alianza
in search of the wreck, a strong trade wind
from the northeast, with a choppy sea,
blowing at the time. Upon arriviog at her
supposed position he steamed about it,
sounding at intervals, endeavoring to sirike
the wreck, but failed to do so.

Captain Stevens then employed a boat’s
crew of tishermen to assist hun in finding
her, and after some little time the tisher-
men gave a signal, and on steaming up he
found that they had swept the foretopgal-
lantmast, and on looking down through the
water he distinctly saw the shadow of the
mast and the foretopgallantmust sail loose
and floating in the water at & depth of six
fathoms,

He then had the topgallantmast buoyed,
and as soon as the weather moderated he
intended laying down moorings, so as 1o
place the vessel in such a position that the
diving was 10 be done from directly over
the wreck.

The money was in the mail-room, almost
at the bottom of the vessel, and to obtain
access to that part of the ship it was found
necwessary to blow up the decks. The dan-
gers and difliculties which wercexperienced
in these operations were of the most ex-
traordinary nature.

Not only bravery, bat great patience and
perseverence had to Le exercised, as testi-
tied by the fact that Captain Steveus and
his plucky divers were about nine inonths
on the isiand before they had completed
their task. The wreck lay on a ridge of
rocks, and one of the fears entertained be-
fore the explosion was effiected was that
the force might precivitate the vessel to
almoat fathomless depths,

But fortunately, through Captain Stev-
ens’s great experience in the use of exp'o-
sives, the fear was not realized. When the
explosion took place one of the masts shot
right out of the water, and thousands of
dead fish eame to the snrface,

Another difticuity, and probably the great-
est the divers had to encounter, was the
extreme pressure of the water at so great a
depth, but the gailant fellows were most
enthusiastic in their work, and, although
Captain Stovens had been advised to aban-
don all hope oi recovery of the treasure, he

ras sanguine of guccess directly fine weath-
er would set in.

And his bopes were soon realized, for on
Nov. 17, after waiting anxioasly and pa-

tigntly, he had the pleasurs of wrniting to

London as follows: “[Lambert has got both
scattles open. and succeeded in sending up
fitst box of gold.”

This was glorious news to all concerned,
and especially to Captain Steveus, who had
charge of such a tedious undertaking.

The saving of the remaining boxes of
gold was now merely a question ot oppor-
tunity. Dip after dip was made by Messra.
lLambert and Tester with varied success,
and by the 12th of December they had re-
covered, between them, six boxes, the lion’s
share being obtained by Mr. Lambert, thus
leaving a balance of four boxes to be
raised. 1

In a very short time, considering the un-
favorable weather, they sucoeeded in send-
ing up three more boxea, makingiu all nine
boxes, or £90,000 out of £100,00, Unfort-
unately, the lust box could not be found, so
Captain Stevens and his placky divers had
to come away without it.
